“On the occasion of the 66th 
anniversary of your reign, permit 
nre to lay at your feet the infor- 
mation that Belgrade has been 
occupied by the fifth army corps.’’ 

The city of Belgrade, which 
was the capital of Servia until 
the scat of government was re- 
moved shortly after the outbreak 
of the war, has been under at- 
tack by the Austrians much of 
the time for the last four months. 
Early in August troops reached 
the city but were unable to hold 
it. The advance of a new Alts- 
trian army through Horta 
Servia during the last fortni 
made the position of the Serie 
troops in Belgrade a hazardous 
one and carly today it Was © re- 
ported from Sophia, Bulgeria, 
that the city had been evacuated. ;
